Friction Mulches.—Letters from St. 


Petersburg state that in the 
thirteen 


northern provinces of i-Jussia and 
Eu- 


rope moro than 32,000 houses have been 
destroyed by fire during the past year, 
while ordinarily in ihese provinces not 
more than about two thousand, or two 
thousand five hundred a year are burned. 


The government has ascertained that, 


for the most part, these fires, which have 
caused a loss of twelve millions of ru- 
bles, are lhe result of crimes, and that 
they vvero lighted by friction matches.— 
fn consequence of this, tha Minister of 
Police has made a decree lhal henceforth 
no factory of these matches be establish- 
ed within cities, and no where else with- 
out special license from the higher au- 
thorities.

Stale Governments have the constitution-^ 
al power to appropriate money in furth- 
erance of the objects contemplated~-by, 
the Society, and;it is thought to be their' 
duty to lake the work in hand, and carry 
ii forward with vigor.
